The fall of Da Nang left them 
in control of 50 per cent of 
South V ietnam ’s land area and 
fighting for another 25 per cent 
after three weeks of renewed 
fighting. 


The next objective of the 
advancing Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese troops appeared to 
be coastal Qui Nhon, 250 miles 
northeast of Saigon.

Relative Held As 11 Are 
Killed At Easter Reunion

HAMILTON, Ohio (UPI) 
Twelve relatives gathered at 
Charity R uppert’s house for an 
E aster reunion Sunday. Eleven 
were shot to death. 
The twelfth, Jam es Ruppert, 
40. C harity’s son, was charged 
today 
with 
the 
methodical 
killings. There was blood on his 
shoes, police said. 
“ I was there and it was an 
unbeliev eab le sc e n e ,’’ said 
Prosecutor John Holcomb 
“ I 
don’t want to describe it —it 
was horrible." 
R u p p ert, 
an 
unem ployed 
draftsm an, was charged with ll 
counts of aggravated m urder 
Those killed were his mother, 
Charity, 65, his brother, Leo- 
nard, 42, Leonard’s wife, Alma, 
38. and their eight children, 
Leonard Jr., 
18; 
Carol, 
14; 
Michael, 12; Thomas, IO; Dave, 
8; Theresa, 7; 
Ann, 5; and 
John, 3, 
“There is a possibility that 
the victim s were picked off one 


by one as they cam e into the 
house,” Holcomb said. “ We just 
don’t know at this time. It is a 
strange situation.” 
The victim s, apparently dead 
for up to four hours, were found 
in the living room and the 
kitchen of the modest two-story 


home located in the Lindenwald 
section of this 
southwestern 
Ohio city. 
All but one w ere shot in the 
head at close range, authorities 
said. None of the dead had been 
tied or had been restrained in 
any way, police said.

Police later arrested a 17- 
year-old suspect about a m ile 
from the school, but said they 
were unsure of a motive for the 
shootings.

and injury was only $2.4 billion. 
He said there a r e about 120,000 
working coal m iners compared 
with 
30 to 40 million other 
workers covered under work­ 
m e n ’s com pensation. 


He said physiological studies 
of m iners “can be criticized on 
the ground that the population 
being studied m ay be biased: if 
a substantial proportion of less 
healthy m iners w ere to leave 
mining early in their working 
life, those that rem ain might 
well have initially been fitter 
and of superior physique.”

■ The burgeoning accumulation of 
solid waste from Indiana homes 
and businesses is bringing head­ 
aches to state and local officials 
who must dispose of it. 
The solid waste issue represents 
an ever-more-costly problem for 
government and the taxpayer. It 
has both economic and environ­ 
mental implications in an era of re­ 
source shortage. 
A group of state government of­ 
ficials, conservationists and busi­ 
ness leaders have begun to 
develop a strategy for more ef­ 
ficient disposal. Indiana’s lawmak­ 
ers are being asked to allocate 
money to design a better system of 
handling solid waste. 
A statewide approach to the 
problem offers several potential 
benefits. 
It can provide opportunities for 
local units of government and pri­ 
vate disposal operators to pool 
their efforts in order to avoid dupli­ 
cation of systems and facilities. 
That could cut costs and provide 
greater operating efficiencies. 
Certain types of solid waste pose 
special problems. The solution to 
these problems often is beyond the 


technical and financial reach of 
one unit of government. Coordi­ 
nated action could improve disposal 
methods while reducing the cost 
per volume. 
Enthusiasm is building for re­ 
source recovery program s as 
Americans become aware that our 
natural resources are not inex­ 
haustible and that we now face 
shortages. One problem in devel­ 
oping resource recovery programs 
is the cost of collecting waste com­ 
modities. Another is the fact that 
programs of this type usually 
cannot be justified from an eco­ 
nomic standpoint unless large 
quantities are involved in a particu­ 
lar recycling effort. 
Statew ide planning for solid 
waste management could generate 
the capabilities to expand resource 
recovery. 
It’s a complicated program to 
design. Numerous specific issues 
need detailed analysis and inves­ 
tigation. 
I am hopeful that the state will 
press forward. I am convinced that 
it is a much-needed way to deal 
with a growing problem of finance, 
resource depletion and pollution.

fish, 
but 
rough fish, such as carp which 
will feed on gam e fish eggs, 
usually are fair gam e for the 
bowfisherman. 
Each 
year 
the 
sport 
of 
bowfishing 
gains 
newcomers 
when they discover shooting 
fish —even big 20 to 30-pound 
carp —is not as easy as they 
thought it might be. 
The 
novice 
bowfisherman 
would be wise to w ait until the 
carp spawning season to try the 
sport, simply because the great 
number of fish in the shallows 
provides continous action and 
makes for easier targets. 
Carp take to shallow w ater 
for spawning, and easily are 
spotted because they become 
hyperactive during the period, 
often raising their backs out of 
the water. 
In some areas, they congre­ 
gate by the thousands in the 
shallows 
of 
lakes, 
roadside 
ditches 
or 
flooded 
farm ers’ 
fields to lay eggs, and the 
bow fisherm an 
becom es 
thoroughly exhausted from a

While Soares and some others 
persist in the public hope that 
the arm y eventually will carry 
out its original intention to 
bring democracy to Portugal, 
others are less than sanguine, 
including 
Portugal’s 
fellow- 
m em bers in NATO. 
The Soviets also are acting as 
if they have found a new friend 
in the West. 
Portugal and the Soviet Union 
re-established relations shortly 
after last year’s April 25 coup.

Secretary of State Kissinger’s 
failure to negotiate a Middle 
East settlement makes us even 
more acutely aware of the void 
left by the retirem ent of former 
Sen. George D. Aiken. 
A wise man, with a sense of 
proportion rarely found herea 
bouts, Aiken was a master at 
dehorning dilemmas. 
It was he, you’ll recall, who 
perceived a graceful way out of 
the Vietnam predicament — 
simply declare that we had won 
the war and bring our troops 
home. 
The wisdom of that proposal 
becomes increasingly apparent 
in 
the 
light 
of 
what 
is 
happening in South Vietnam 
today. 
There’s little doubt that a 
unilateral victory declaration 
on our part would have held the 
Communists back longer than 
the peace treaty that ultimately 
was signed. 


Caught by surprise by the 
promulgated victory, the North 
Vietnamese would have had to 
check around to make certain 
they hadn’t been defeated. 


Meanwhile, doubts and ques­ 
tions would have been created 
in the minds of their allies. And 
by the time they had reassured 
themselves as to the efficacy of 
their 
invasion, 
the 
South 
Vietnamese would have been in 
better shape to resist it. 


Now, alas, there is no one 
around with Aiken’s grasp of 
loose ends.

Don7! Be Trapped 
By Bait-and-Switch

Have you ever been “taken” in the bait-and-switch 
game? This deceptive sales tactic is one of the oldest 
frauds around. But thousands of unwary consumers are 
trapped by it every year. 
Once you understand the pattern, you’ll be able to spot 
it and protect yourself.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Betty 
Rhodes is a powerful voice box 
packaged in five feet and 99 
pounds. 
Now, she should go beyond 
that “on the brink of stardom” 
label some critics have given 
her, for she’s singing to an elite 
audience at the Plaze Hotel’s 
Persian Room. 
She ruefully recalls, though, 
that for the Plaza debut she 
was up against a couple of 
heavyweights—Muhammad A- 
li, who weighs 223 pounds or 
thereabouts, and Diana Ross, 
poundage not mattering, but a 
super singing star. 
All three were competing for 
audiences in one evening. Miss 
Rhodes opened at the Plaza, Ali 
defended his heavyweight title 
in Cleveland before a North 
American closed circuit televi­ 
sion audience, and Miss Ross, 
who’s reported making $250,000 
a week at the Westchester 
Prem iere 
Theater, 
in

rytown, N.Y. 
Miss Rhodes, originally from 
Tacoma, Wash., was philosoph­ 
ical about the whole thing. “We 
had a nearly full house at the 
Plaza,” she said.

Bait-and-switch starts when 
you’re attracted by an ad­ 
vertisem ent—in your new spa­ 
per, in a flyer in your mailbox, on 
your car radio—that seems al­ 
most too good to be true. The 
price of the furniture or the dish­ 
washer or the carpet is amazingly 
low. 
When you hurry to the store 
and ask the salesman to show you 
the advertised item, you may 
hear a reply like this: 
“Yes, we have it right here on 
the floor, but I don’t think a smart 
consumer like you will want it. 
Cheap merchandise. Let me show 
you something really good.’’ 
Do you see what’s happening? 
You’ve been lured to the store by 
the bait of a promised bargain. 
And now the salesman will try to 
switch you to another item—one 
that costs more, usually, and will 
yield more commission for him 
and/or more profit for the store. 
When you run into bait-and- 
switch, th a t’s your signal to 
stop-and-think. Ask yourself 
some questions. 


First, is the advertised "bait” 
item really a good buy? How does 
it compare with similar products 
you’ve priced? It may not be such 
a great bargain after all. 


Second, how does the “switch” 
item compare? Have you done 
enough comparison shopping at 
other stores to know whether the 
“switch” item is a good buy? If 
you haven’t, leave the store and 
take tim e to shop carefully 
elsewhere. You can always go 
back later to buy the advertised 
"bait” item or the “switch” item if 
either of them does prove to be a 
good buy. 


Here’s something else to re­ 
member. If a store flatly refuses 
to sell you an advertised item, the 
merchant is not advertising in 
good faith. Report him to your 
local Better Business Bureau and 
to your local or state consumer af­ 
fairs office. You may also want to 
contact Bureau of Consumer Pro­ 
tection, Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion, Washington, D.C. 20850.

College Costs For Next Year 
To Raise By Eight Per Cent

U P I Education E dit or 
NEW YORK (UPI) — Next 
school y ear parents of college 
students 
will 
need 
to 
pinch 
pennies harder. 


The cost of college in 1975 to 
1976 will be six to eight per 
cent higher than this y e a r This 
is no ‘‘ballpark e s tim a te .” The 
prognostication is based on a 
survey of 2,400 colleges. 


The analysis released Mon­ 
day by the College Scholarship 
Service of the College Board in 
New York also shows that the 


largest increase in total costs 
including books and laundry, 
will be at public colleges—up 12 
per cent for resident students 


At the private colleges the 
bills will go up eight p er cent. 
H arv ard , Yale and Princeton 
universities will b e U|e most 
expensive, with total expenses 
—tuition, 
room 
and 
board, 
laundry, books, transportation 
and incidentals—estim ated at 
$6,050, $6,670 and $6,515, resp e c­ 
tively. 


A spokesm an for the College 
Board said the estim ates do not 


include phone bills. These add 
to total expenses. 
Overall resident costs on the 
college 
front 
generally 
will 
a v e r a g e $3,594 for the nine- 
m onth a c a d e m ic y e a r; c o m ­ 
m uter costs will average about 
$3.186,. .

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This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the U. S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. Please explain the rules 
for postponing the tax on the 
sale of my residence. 


A. The entire gain you re a l­ 
ize on the sale or exchange of 
your personal residence is not 
taxed at the time of sale if, 
within one year before or one 
year after the sale, you buy 
and occupy another residence 
the cost of which equals or 
exceeds 
the 
adjusted 
sales 
price 
of the old 
residence. 
Additional time is allowed if 
you construct the new resi­ 
dence. 
The tax is postponed, not 
forgiven. Any gain not taxed 
in the year you sell y o u r old 
residence is subtracted from 
the cost of the new residence, 
giving you a lower basis in 
the new residence to be used 
in the event of a later dispo­ 
sition. If you sell the new resi­ 
dence in a later y ea r 
and 
again replace it, you m ay con­ 
tinue to postpone any ta x on 
the gain you realize. In ad d i­ 
tion, a special provision of the 
tax law allows you to exclude 
from your gross income all or 
part of the gain realized from 


the sale or exchange of your 
residence if you were 65 or 
older 
when 
the 
transaction 
took place. 
For more 
information 
on 
selling your residence, pick up 
a copy of IRS Publication 523, 
“Tax Inform ation on Selling 
Your Home.” You can get it 
free from m a n y IRS offices. 


Q. How do I report the $50 
I won and the $10 I lost in the 
football pool at my office? 


A. Your total gambling w in­ 
nings m ust be included in your 
income 
regardless 
of 
your 
losses. 
If 
you 
itemize your 
deductions 
on 
Schedule 
A, 
Form 1040, you may deduct 
your gam bling losses incurred 
during the y e a r to the extent 
they equal y o u r winnings. You 
may not deduct gambling los­ 
ses if you take the standard 
deduction or use the tax tables 
to compute your tax. In the 
example, if you have no other 
winnings or losses, you should 
report the $50 as income and 
deduct the $10, if you itemize, 
rather than reporting only net 
winnings of $40. 


Q. I recently received a check 
from 
a 
client 
in 
payment 
for services I 
had rendered. 
Since FII be leaving the coun­ 
try soon on a business trip and 
may not return before the end 
of the year, I probably won’t 
cash 
the check 
before next 
January. Do I have to pay tax 
on this income for this year 
or for 1973? 


A. A valid check th a t you 
have received or th a t is avail­ 
able to you before the end of 
the year is income to you in 
th a t year even if you do not 
cash the check or deposit it to 
your account until the next 
year. 


Q. As a member of the Na­ 
tional Guard, I receive a small 
clothing allowance for purchas­ 
ing my uniforms. I must pay 
the balance of the cost of uni­ 
forms not covered by the al­ 
lowance. Can 
I 
deduct 
this 
balance? 


A. Yes, you m ay deduct the 
unreimbursed cost of your uni­ 
form if m ilitary regulations 
restrict you from wearing it 
except while perform ing duties 
in the Guard. In computing 
the deduction, the cost must be 
reduced by any nontaxable al­ 
lowance you receive for these 
expenses. 
The 
expense 
may 
only be claimed if you itemize 
deductions 
on 
Schedule 
A, 
F o rm 1040.

[Ford Will Come Up With His 


Own Foreign Policy: Thomas 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A 
prediction President Ford will 
emerge with his own foreign 
policy 
that 
“ there 
is 
no 
American 
solution 
to 
every 
world 
problem” 
was 
voiced 
here Friday by Helen Thomas, 
White House correspondent for 
United Press International. 
Miss Thomas spoke to In­ 
diana news executives at the 
41st annual convention of the 
Hoosier State Press Associa­ 
tion. 
The 
HSP A 
convention 
opened here Friday and ends 
Saturday with an address by 
William D. Ruckelshaus, first 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency administrator and ex- 
FBI director, now a Washington 
attorney. 


In her talk Miss Thomas 
discussed her experiences in 
White House news coverage 
since 1960 and commented on 
the 
F o r d 
administration. 
“Under the constitution, 
the 
President makes foreign policy 
but it is quite clear that Henry 
Kissinger is calling all the shots 
and Ford has been saying ‘me 
too,” ’ she said of the secretary 
of state. “ 


“But now, we have come to 
the crossroads and 
a 
Ford 


foreign policy will em erge,” 
she predicted. 
“It won’t be 
isolationist but it undoubtedly 
will move in the direction that 
there is no American solution to 
every world problem.” 
Miss 
Thomas 
recalled 
an 
interview 
with 
Kissinger 
in 
which he turned her question 
upon her and asked if she 
thought he was going to resign 
as secretary of state. When she 
said she thought it possible he 
might in six months his answer 
was that it would not happen 
until 1978. 
“In the Presidency you see 
on-the-job 
training,” 
M iss 
Thomas said. “The question is 
can he—or I hope someday she 
—learn fast enough. Needed is 
imagination, resilience, vision, 
hope and qualities of leadership 
that can summon the support of 
the people at all times.” 
“With Ford the returns are 
not yet in,” she said. “He is 
likeable, easy to be with, a man 
of the people. He has an inner 
security 
and 
confidence 
in 
himself that is refreshing after 
the personality hangups of the 
recent past.” 
Miss Thomas, referring to the 
Watergate period of resigned 
President Richard M. Nixon,

UPI Foreign News Analyst 
In asking Britons to vote for 
or against membership in the 
European Common Market in 
the first referendum in their 
history, Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson is putting on the line not 
only his reputation as Britain’s 
most adroit politician but also 
very possibly the future of his 
Labor party. 
After a year of bargaining 
with the eight other members 
of the Common Market in an 
effort 
to 
improve 
Britain’s 
position, Wilson 
has recom 
mended to the British people 
that they vote to stay in the 
market in a referendum now 
scheduled for around June 19. 
The issue has split the Labor 
party and in an effort to limit 
the 
damage 
as 
much 
as 
possible, Wilson is seeking to 
cut short the debate and to 
advance 
the 
dbte 
of 
the 
referendum by up to a month. 
His greatest opposition comes 
not 
from 
the 
Conservative 
party which took Britain into 
the Common Market in Janua­ 
ry, 1973, but from labor leaders 
and the big unions upon which 
his party must depend 
for 
voting and financial strength. 
Eight members of his 23-man 
cabinet oppose him on the 
issue. 
Wilson won election a year 
ago partly on his pledge to 
renegotiate the terms of British 
membership in the market. 
At a market summit meeting 
in Dublin March IO and ll those 
negotiations were completed. 
They reduced Britain’s contri­ 
bution to the market budget, 
and, in a major concession by 
the European partners, agreed 
to permit the sale of New 
Zealand butter on the continent. 
It was a victory for Wilson 
but it forced him off the neutral 
position 
he 
had 
maintained 
toward 
the 
market. 
That 
position had enabled him to 
prevent a major party split, 
Wilson’s own position toward 
the market had not been a 


model of consistency. 
As an opposition leader he 
had been lukew arm at best 
toward the market. 
As prime minister, prior to 
his defeat in 1970, he had been 
an enthusiastic supporter. 


Once more in a position of 
opposition after British entry in 
1973, he denounced the terms as 
humiliating. 


Now once again, with the 
stakes high, he finds himself 
supporting it. 


As of today, opinion polls 
show less than a majority of 
Britons in favor of \ retaining 
membership in 
the market, 
with the “don’t knows” holding 
the balance.
